Attitude survey may 
changes in lake use 


Replies to the Lake Charlevoix 
Attitude Survey are arriving daily 
at the Charlevoix County Planning 
department

designed to measure property 
owners’ feelings about water qual- 
ity, uses and other aspects of Lake 
Charlevoix. 

Nearly:3,000 survey forms were 
sent to land owners in commun- 
ities that border on Lake Char- 
levoix..Over 1,000 completed sur- 
veys have been returned,. accord- 
ing to Larry Thornton of the 
Planning Department. More sur- 
veys must be returned for the 
results to be statistically accurate.

early next year. Following public 
hearings on the draft plan, a final 
plan will be compiled. 

Thornton said.the Lake Char- 
levoix management plan will be an 
aid to local units of governments in 
making decisions on changes in 
their ordinances dealing with uses 
of the lake. 

‘It will give us some good 
directions in terms of policy for all 
units of government,’’ he said. 

The survey asked land owners 
their uses of Lake Charlevoix, their 
length of residency, what types of 
uses they would like and would not 
like to see on various areas of the 
lake, their opinion of the water 
quality and the facilities on Lake’ 
Charlevoix, and questions their 
opinion of local ordinances dealing 
with the lake. © : 

Thornton added that the new 


‘lake management plan will help 


steer developers in ‘suitable direc- 


tions—both environmentally. and . 


according to the preferred land 
uses of land owners. 
He also said the plan could mean 


_ better uniformity in regulations 
. dealing with the lake among the . 


local governments. 
“A lot of people have been 


concerried about it,’’ Thornton 


mean 


said. ‘‘Unless there is more uni- 
formity, what one community does 
may be under-cut by what another 
community is doing.”’ 

Another aspect of the project, 
which will cost some $30,000, 
(including the salaries of existing 
county employees involved in the 
project) is the compiling of existing 
information on maps of the Lake 
Charlevoix watershed in two 
scales. A two inches to a mile map 
will be primarily for display pur- 
poses, while the one inch equals 
1,000 feet scale will be a Working 
size. 

Both maps will include land use 
and cover soils, topography,. fish 
habitat areas (especially spawning 
grounds) and othe? upland and 
water data. 

- The survey was mailed to prop- 
erty owners. randomly ‘selected us- 
ing property tax rolls. The number 
of surveys sent to land owners in 
each municipality was based on the 
number of property owners in that 
community. 

Follow up letter will be sent this 
week to those who have not replied 
to the: survey. Thornton urged 
those who have been given the 
opportunity to respond to the ques- 


tionnaire to please return itas soon 


as possible.

The generator was supposed to 
provide power to the police station 
for the communications systems. 

City officials also found out that 
the new telephone system recently 
installed, also failed as it uses 110 
volts to operate. With the power 
out, the phones went dead until a 
way was found to bypass the 
system. 

One plan they did use was to 
send out firemen and police to 
drive around town to check on 
residences and businesses. That 
phase of the plan was working. 


Actually the back-up systems of 
the police and fire departments 
have kept the control of the com- 
munity in line, as the portable 
radio system was self contained. 

One of the concerns officials had 
was since the city water pumps 
were off, there was only a three 
hour supply of water in the reser- 
voirs serving the city. Luckly the 
power was restarted to the town 
after a two hour delay to cut down 
the tree that had fallen on the 
lines. 

Many other trees were blown 


down as a cold front passed 
through the area Monday. Con- 
sumers’ officials said that power 
was out in many areas around the 
state during the blow. 

The winds causing the outage 
were a sustained 30 mile-an-hour 
blow with’ gusts up to 50 on 
occasion, 

After the outage was repaired, 
city officials started making plans 
to correct some of the problems so 
that the next time an emergency 
happens, the city will be prepared 
better than Monday night. 


Boyne OKs insurance packages, 
and Top O’ Michigan 


Boyne City commissioners ac- 
cepted the lowest rates for insur- 
ances Tuesday at their noon 
meeting and will now have to 
adjust the city budget to reflect the 
increased charges that the general 
liability program will cost the city. 

The Michigan Municipal League 
Insurance Pool with the Meadow- 
brook Insurance Group was the low 
bidder for the city’s package which 
includes the general liability cover- 
ages along with the errors and 
ommissions, auto and fleet insur- 
ances for a cost of $82,373. 

The amount of general insurance 
coverage was more than the city 
had originally budgeted for all of 
the city insurances. 

The Workman's Compensation 
package was given to the R.A. 
Campbell Agency at a cost of 


$20,026.28. This figure reflects a 
lesser cost than last year’s Work- 
man’s comp insurance due to the 
fine record that the city has earned 
over the years, according to Randy 
Frykberg, the city manager. 

Top O'Michigan Rural Electric 
Company will be allowed to serve 
industrial facilities in the new air- 
industrial park within a few weeks, 
after the commissioners accepted 
the first reading of an ordinance 
that will allow the company to 
serve custamers in the park. 

The company requested that 
they be given a chance along with 
Consumers Power Company to 
make bids to the prospective com- 
panies coming into the park for 
their electrical use.

Closed session in ES 
concerning suit 


A closed council session on 
pending litigation was the only 
major business at the East Jordan 
City Council meeting last week. 

In other action, Councilman Al 
Joseph questioned a decision by 
the Planning and Zoning Commis- 
sion that was to allow a new 
parking lot for the Presbyterian 
Church. 

The question concerned a city 
ordinance that requires a 50 feet 
setback for new construction and 
whether this should apply to the 
parking lot being constructed in a 
residential district. 

“Tt is kind of a gray area because 
it is in a residential area,’’ Mayor 
Pat Sweet said. 

The matter was referred back to 
the building and ordinance com- 
mission to clarify and reconsider. 

Council once again side-stepped 
the resort liquor license issue by 
tabling indefinitely an opportunity 
to respond to a letter from the 
Michigan Department of.Com- 
merce asking for comments ona 
request by the Trading Post Party 
Store for a take-out liquor license. 

“"We have to do the same thing 
we did with the other request,’’ 
said Councilman Jim Black. ‘‘We 
have no choice now.”’

CARROTS 

I have a compelling desire to 
know all about the history of our 
foods and my old National Geog- 
raphics have given me this history 
of carrots. They have been grown 
in the Near East since time 
immemorial, and the ancient 
Greeks thought that they were 
beneficial to their health, though 
they might not have known the 
reason why. Greek physicians 
around the first century wrote of 
carrots as a stomach tonic. Now we 
know that the carrot is rich in 
carotene which produces vitamin 

‘So eat your carrots, Jr. they 
are good for you and might even 
make your hair curl.’’ We were 
told this as children. 

Carrots are believed to have 
originated in Afghanistan or Asia 
Minor. Many distinct kinds have 
been developed. Ours is known as 
the Mediterranean type. European 
voyagers soon brought them to the 
new world as early as 1565 in the 
West Indies. 

The following is a little history of 
my first experience in preparing 
something to eat. It goes way back 
almost as far as I can remember. 
We always played house in the 
empty corn crib every summer. It 
was an ideal place to play. It was 
empty of corn which was all used 
up during the winter months. 
Mother could keep an eye on the 
young children to see if everything 
was OK. We invented our own 
furniture and equipment. A bushel 
potato crate made a good chair, 
and a good sized board wedged 
between the outer boards at just 
the right height made an excellent 
table. A shingle or other small 
board made a shelf. There were

Of course we had to find food for 
our dinners. We could always 
depend on mullberries, a tree was 
next to the corn crib. They were 
bland in taste but we pretended to 
relish them. We could have apples 
(sometimes a little green) and I 
first learned to eat raw carrots in 
our playhouse. I believe that the 
following was my first attempt at 
creative cooking. 

We were playing in a neighbors 
corn crib and trying to think of 
something to eat. A boy brought in 
an egg. Now, I knew that we were 
not allowed to take eggs, they were 
any mother’s pin money and I had 
even heard of people shooting a 
dog when they discovered that it 
was eating neighbors’ eggs. But 
our friend assured me that it was 
OK. So 1 beat up the egg in an old 
cracked bowl] and mixed it with 
raspberries taken from their 
garden. 

Please do not ever try to eat raw 
eggs and raspberries, the results 
will be disastrous; you might have 
a guilt feeling for the rest of your 
life. This has never been told 
before. It is best to stick to raw 
carrots! Of all of the. various raw 
vegetables now served with dips, I 
like the carrots best. 

One way to fix carrots raw is an 
old-time favorite with my family. 
Sometimes I think that we forget 
about those delicious oldies that 
are so simple and yet so good. 

ORANGE AND CARROT SALAD 
1 regular size pkg. orange gelatin 
1 med. can crushed pineapple 
1% to 2 cups shredded carrots 

Dissolve gelatin in 1 cup hot 
water. 

Drain pineapple, saving the 
juice into a 1 cup measure, fill cup 
with water and add to gelatin 
mixture, stirring well. 

Chill until it starts to thicken. 
Add the drained pineapple and 
carrots. Pour into a mold and chill 
until firm. Unmold and garnish 
with lettuce or parsley. 

Or pour mixture into a square 
pan to chill and serve in squares.

There was a catch, however, for 
3rd Armored Division Spec.

The ‘catch’ was 
he volunteered to march on the 
color guard during the marches.
